U. S. MILITARY 
MANPOWER AND 
EXPENSES MAY 
BE SLASHED 


WASHINGTON IF — Chairman 
Short *R-Mo> said Friday the House 
Armed Services Committee may 
consider a recommendation to cut 
military manpower and expenses 
by IO per cent. 
The recommendation was made 
by a special commission, appointed 
last October, to study military m an­ 
power under David Samoff. chair­ 
man of the board of the Radio 
Corp. of America. 
The Sarnoff group, set up by the

Group Making Study 
Rockefeller.

While the Sarnoff group was 
charged primarily with studying 
military manpower, Secretary Wil­ 
son said the new commission's task 
will be to assist him in working out 
a "streamlined organization” and 
effective procedures in the Defense 
Department.

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A Bit Of History About 
Your Own Adams County 


This It the 49th in a series 
of historical talks given over 
Radio Sation WGET by Dr, 
Robert Fortenbaugh, 
Adeline 
Sager professor of history at 
Gettysburg College, on some of 
the outstanding events and in­ 
teresting episodes in the devel­ 
opment of Adams County. 


In our last article we told the 
story of the Bard fam ily which 
was attacked and captured by hos­ 
tile Indians on April 13, 1758. Four 
of those captured were soon killed 
by the Indians and 
the others 
were carried westward. Richard 
Bard escaped and after nine days 
earns to safety at Fort Lyttleton. 
On the fifth day after the raid. 
Stoney 
Creek 
in 
the 
Allegheny 
Mountain* 
was 
reached. 
While 
crossing 
the 
stream , 
Richard 
B ard's hat, which had been ap­ 
propriated by the 
Indians, 
was 
blown off and the savage wag 
forced 
to travel som e distance 
down the stream to recover it. 
When he returned Bard had al­ 
ready crossed the creek, and this 
so enraged his captor that he beat 
him 
with 
his 
gun. 
nearly 
dis­ 
abling him in the process. Because 
of this and the fact that alm ost 
certain death threatened him, Bard 
determ ined, lf possible, to escape 
Up to this tim e M rs. Bard had 
boon kept away from her husband, 
but that evening they were per- 
to assist each other in plucking a 
turkey. As they worked Richard 
Bard told hi* wile of his deter­ 
m ination to escape at the first op­ 
portunity, and as it happened she 
wa* able to help him escape. 
Wife Help* Husband 
A favorite 
am usem ent of the 
Indians was to dress some of their 
number in the clothes of their fe­ 
male captives On this evening one 
Indian put on Mrs. Bard a gown 
While this gam e was in progress 
Richard 
Bard was sent to the 
spring near the cam p for w ater. 
Just aa ho reached his destina­ 
tion M rs Bard began to take part 
in the Indians' fun and succeeded 
In holding their attention *o that 
for the tim e. they forgot their cap­ 
tive at the spring These few pre­ 
cious m om ents gave him the nec­ 
essary’ opportunity to slip into the 
deep forest unobserved 
His escape was soon discovered 
and a search for him went tm for 
two days, without success. At the 
end of that tim e they again moved 
w estward and northward, travell­ 
ing down Stoney Creek to the Alle­ 
gheny River, and thence to Fort 
Duquesne. They rem ained at the 
fort only one night, and then con­ 
tinued cm their way. Their neat 
stop was at a point on the Beaver 
River, where the brutal torturing 
and m urder of McManing was en­ 
acted before Mr*. B ard's horrified 
eyes.

Adopted into an Indian family. She 
did not again see the three children 
until all had regained their free­ 
dom. Mra. Bard was given to two 
braves to take the place of a de­ 
ceased sister, which was a prac­ 
tice among hte Indians, and one 
which often saved the lives of i 
captives. About a month later her 
two new "brothers" decided to go 1 
to the headw aters of the Susque- j 
hanna. This was a painful journey j 
as she had not yet recovered from 
the rigors of the journey over the 
m ountains from her Adams County 
home. 
One of the braves gave her a 
horse and she was able to begin 
the journey in com parative com- j 
fort, but they had not gone far 
when one of the pack horses died, 
and she had to give up her mount 
to 
take 
its 
place. 
When they 
arrived at their destination, hav- I 
ing now travelled in all upwards 
of 500 m iles since her capture, she 
becam e seriously ill. After about i 
tw'o months *he began to recover, ' 
but it was a long tim e before she 
had 
com pletely 
regained 
her 
health and atrenght. 
8oon after her recovery Mrs 
Bard met another captive, a worn- [ 
an 
whom 
she 
had 
previously 
known, who had taken an Indian 
husband, and had borne him a 
child. From her Mrs. Bard learned 
that as soon as captured women 
learned to speak the Indian lan­ 
guage they were obliged to accept 
Indian husbands, with death as the 
only alternative. Bearing this in 
mind, she never learned to speak 
the language of her captors. 
Searches For Wife 
Meanwhile. 
Richard 
Bard 
had 
returned to his father’s home on 
M arsh Creek, and after he recov­ 
ered from the effects of his owm 
i captivity, began the search for his 
I wife. In the autumn of 1758, a ft­ 
er the capture of Fort Duquesne 
by General Forbes and building of 
Fort Pitt. Bard went there. He 
was there when Forbes tried to 
m ake a treaty with the neighbor­ 
ing Indians. In the Indian cam p 
on the opposite aide of the river 
from the fort were a dumber of 
Delawares. Some of these, Bard 
1 felt sure, had taken part in the 
i raid on his home He m ade him ­ 
self known to them, but they pre­ 
tended not to rem em ber. Upon his 
insistence 
that 
he 
knew' 
them , 
they adm itted their part in the 
raid, but denied any knowledge of 
Mrs. B ard’s presence 
They promised, however, to have 
some information for him when 
he returned the next day. As he 
was returning to the fort, he was 
overtaken by a young white man 
who had been taken by the In­ 
diana when a child 
He advised 
Bard not to return the next day 
. for the Indians had decided to 
kill him because he had him self 
once 
escaped 
from 
them. 
Bard 
took advice and did not return. 
He returned home discouraged, 
but would not give up his search, 
and 
soon 
after cam e 
again to 
J Fort P m . where he wrote a letter 
to his wife, and asked the Indians 
to get it to her. In it he offered 
her relatives by adoption 40 pounds 
for her release. He never received 
an answer, and after trying in 
vain to get an Indian to steal her 
for a reward, he determ ined to 
rescue her for himself. 
Ransoms His Wife 
By this tim e in some way he 
had discovered the location of the
